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That State Pamphlet. 

We have received a letter from E. 
secretary of the State 
Board of Trade, in regard to criticisms 
which have appeared in certain South- 
ern California papers regarding the 
pamphlet whith was issued by the | 
State board for circulation at the 
World’s Fair, which pamphlet was 
edited by Mr. Maslin. 

The only point upon which The Times 
criticised this work was regarding the 
map of the State, which accompanied 
it. It was this feature regarding which 
the Los Angeles Chamber of Commerce 
passed resolutions. Mr. Maslin explains 
at some length that he did not write 
the descriptive articles of the six South- 
ern California counties. As far as we 
are aware there is no necessity for an 
apology by him on that score. We 
have heard no criticism of the char- 
acter or quantity of the matter devoted 
to Southern California, and the claims 
which have been made by some papers 
that this section of the State has rot 


‘been properly dealt with in the pam- 


phlet do not appear to be well founded. 

As to the map, this is another ques- 
tion. In his letter to us Mr. Maslin re- 
fers to it as follows: 

“T confess that the map it not what 
{ft ought to be. The point was to con- 
fine expenses so as to print as large a 
number st the book as possible. There 
was no time to prepare a new stone. 
It would have cost too much, and be- 
sides time was valuable. Wé had to 
choose between the lithographed stone 
already prepared or send to Chicago 
for a map. Patriotic pride, economy 
and want of time forbade the latter 


to see whether Pomona or other towns 
were on the map. I was only con- 
cerned to have the county lines dis- 


_played to illustrate the text. The three 


new counties had not been organized 
when the map went to press. The 
error of the map compared to the 
body of the work is merely ‘the fly 
in the amber.’ The book will remain

Mr. Maslin no doubt meant well, but 
he certainly committed an error of 
judgment when he allowed ‘Patriotic 
pride, economy and want of time’’ to 
prevent him from getting something 
a little more reasonably decent than 
the disgraceful map which accom- 
panys the pamphlet, and which has 
quite naturally aroused the ire of many _| 

It 
would. have been better to have given 
a map about one-fourth the size, or 
even one-eighth the size, rather than 
the blurred and indistinct work of 
early days which was printed. Such 
a map could easily have been prepared 
in San Francisco within a few days at 
small expense. Last month the Los 
Angeles county supervisors determined 
to invest $1000 of World’s Fair funds 
in a pamphlet descriptive of Southern 
California for distribution at the fair. 
Within two weeks of the time when 
the pamphlet was projected it was 
written, printed, bound and supplied 
with a new, clear and accurate map of 
the county. It had been engraved in 
Los Angeles on purpose for the work. 
There are plenty of other maps of Los 
Angeles county in existence, but it was 
considered that such an important 
feature of the work should be as near 
as possible absolutely correct, and, 
above all, up to date. It seems as if 
the State Board of Trade might have 


. done at least as well with $25,000, in- 


stead bf $1000, and weeks instead cf 
days to work in. _.

Build Houses. 

-Notwithstanding building is so active 
there are but few houses or cottages 
for rent, and the man of small means 
finds it exceedingly difficult to find 
such a home as he desires and is able 
to pay for. The demand for small cot- 
tages of from five to six rooms is 
rapidly increasing, and it would seem 


vestment for its idle surplus than the 
erection of small houses that would 
rent from $10 to $15 per month. If 
such cottages could be obtained that 
were neat and inviting, and with pleas- 
ant surroundings many even of our 
well-to-do visitors would prefer to rent 
them instead of living at a hotel. A 
small and modest establishment would 
suffice them if their stay were but 
temporary, and would please them bet- 
ter than a more pretentious home, for 
it would cost less to furnish it, and 
yet it could be made not less com- 
foftable and inviting. Being strangers 
they would not expect to entertain, and 
would only wish to live in simple ele- 
gance. And many of our permanent 
citizens who do not own homes of their 


spend days in unsucceessful search 


for houses that may be converted into. 
inviting homes for their families. Such 
houses ought to be easily obtained in 
a city like ours. To build them is far 
better than to let capital be idle. There 
is no question about its being a wise 
and safe investment, and one that 
would bring in a good return. There 
will never be a better time than the 
the present to build. Labor is cheap, 
and lumber\can be had at a reasonable 
price. Activity in this line would also 


furnish work for a large number of 
our unemployed, and prove not only a 
wise but a philanthropic measure. It 
is better to give work than charity, 
and it is what the honest and self- 
respecting workman prefers. ~ 

Let us look to this matter and let 
our men of wealth be ready to employ 
their capital in such a way as will not 
only be to their own advantage, but to 
the advantage of others. 


Clean Up. 

Here’s a conundrum that the renting 
populace would like to have honestly 
answered. By what right does a family 
occupying a rented house, vacate it 


and leave all the needed housecleaning | 


to be done by their successors? By 
what law of equity can the new-comers 
be required to make clean and habitable 
the house which has been left in an 
uncleanly condition by preceding ten- 
ants? 

In New England the good, old cus- 
tom prevails of thoroughly cleaning a 
house before vacating it, but in Los 
Angeles such a rule does not obtain. 


-Houses are often left as filthy as a 


pig sty, and the new tenant is ex- 
pected to clearfup after the old, and 
be at the trouble and expense of a 
‘thorough house-cleaning if conscience- 
less tenants have left it unfit for occu- 
pancy. There should be a law to pro- 
tect renters from the necessity of doing 
the work which of right should have 
been done by others. Every landlord 
should be compelled to put his house 
in order before again renting it if he 
has allowed his tenants to depart with- 
out doing so. The difficulty of finding 
houses for rent leads many people, to 
submit to being imposed upon in this 
way, but it is an injustice that should 


Sherman and Cleveland. 

An Eastern paper printed what pre- 
tended to be an opinion of Senator 
Sherman on Cleveland. This opinion 
was chiefly made up of fulsome : flat- 
tery, and on the face of it bore the 
evidence of fraud. Here is a specimen 
paragraph: 

“Cleveland is, perhaps, the broadest- 
minded man that ever sat in the Presi- 
dent’s chair. Beyond any of his prece- 
cessors he has the courage and the 
faculty of pushing all cabal and in- 
trigue aside, and of addressing himself 
to the people. .

I have no recollection of making 
such a statement of the merits of 
Grover Cleveland. I may have spoken 
of him kindly as a man of ability, but 
never could have uttered —such a 
eulogy as attributed to me. Very truly 
yours, JOHN SHERMAN.”

From the salon, by an easy 
Staircase, visitors may ascend to the 
tower, wherey at an elevation of sixty- 
seven feet, an excellent view of the 
grounds may be had. It wiil be a 
frame building, 56 by 66 feet, and 92 
feet over all.’’

To his 
strong lead yesterday was due the fact 
that more of the races’did not fall be- 
low the time limit, even though on 
the last quarters he was obliged to 
give up first place oftener than once. 

W. A. Burke was unfortunate yeds- 
terday in several events.

The 
time was below the limit fixed, being 
2:48 2-5, so the judges declared ‘‘no 
race.”

E. Gatensbury, W. 8. Ruby and Fay 
Stephenson started out to win each for 
himself in the first heat of the one- 
mile division championship race. The 
time was slow, for it took Gatensbury

IT IS ABSURD. 


What the Wheelmen Think, of the Proposed 
‘Ordinance. 

One of the purposes for which a divi- 
sion meeting of the wheelmen was 
called on Saturday night was to have 
a suitable ordinance prepared:-for pres- 
entation to the City Council, providing 
that bicyclists should carry lanterns on 
their wheels at night, and conform to 
other regulations having in view public 
saftety and personal convenience. The 
report has been circulated that the bi- 
cycle men were oppcsed to buying 
lamps, but this assertion is not borne 
out by the facts of the case. She truth 
of the matter is that they really do 
want such an ordinance passed, but 
they object to provisions being in- 
serted of an absurd and useless kind 
tending neither to prevent accident or 
decrease danger to pedestrians. 

Since the original ordinance was 
rejected by the city officials one J. Bell 
has been assiduously at work ;-etting 
signers to a petition asking the Council 
to pass an ordinance which the cyclers 
denominate as ridiculous and unheard- 
ef. The interesting document reads as 
follows: 

“Gentlemen: We, the undersigned 
citizens of the United States and resi- 
dents of Los Angeles, in view of -the 
fact that there are 1000 bicycles in use 
in the city, and in view of the further 
fact that more than one collision of the 
same with pedestrians has occurred on 
the streets of our city, said pedestrians 
having the right-of-way in preference 
to a wheeled vehicle of any sort; and 
in view of the further fact that the 
riders of bicycles are in the habit cf 
propelling their machines at a high 
rate of speed in this city, both day and 
night, which is a menace to the life 
and limbs of ourselves, our mothers, 
sisters, wives,-and children and others 
who may be dependent upon us, whom 
it is our duty to protect by all means 
in our power. 

“And realizing our right to appeal to 
you, to whom has been delegated the 
power to enact laws for our, your and 
their protection within your jurisdic- 
tion. 

“We respectfully, earnestly and sin- 
cerely appeal to, pet’tion and request 
you to pass an ordinance as follows: 

“Section 1. Limiting the rate of 
speed of bicycles within the business 
portion of the city to six miles per 
hour within the boundaries of and on 
the following streets: 

“Commencing at the junction of Ala- 
meda with Upper Main and College 
streets; thence westerly along College 
street to Buena Vista street, thence 
southerly along Buena Vista street to 
Bellevue avenue, thence westerly on 
Bellevue rere, to Castelar street, 
thence along astelar street south- 
erly to Temple street thence 
easterly along Temple street to 
Broadway, thence southerly § along 
Broadway to First street, thence west- 
erly on First street to Hill street, 
thence southerly on Hill street to Fifth 
‘street, thence westerly on Fifth street

to Grand avenue, thence southerly on 
Grand avenue to Ninth street, thence 


,easterly on Ninth street to Main street, 


thence northerly on Main street to

ing dismissed and leaving the school 
house grounds; and within one-half 
a block each way of any church or 
place of amusement or other legal 
gathering when a number of people 
may be crossing the street, going to or 
coming from such places. 

“Sec. 2. And that the riders of 
bicycles be prohibited from riding or 
pushing their bicycles along on the 
sidewalks within the aforesaid bounded 
business portion, except when neces- 
sary to enter or depart from their 
destination, when they shall be al- 
lowed to cross the sidewalks in as di- 
rect a line as possible, pushing the 
wheel by hand without interfering with 
or delaying pedestrians; and outside of 
the aforesaid business portion § that 
they be prohibited from riding or push- 
ing their machines on the sidewalk 
within the same block and on the same 
side of the street where any pedes- 
trians are during the day-time, and 
prohibited entirely from riding on the 
sidewalk between sundown and one- 
half hour before sunrise of the next 


day. 

“Sec. 3. That riders of bicycles shall 
not pass closer than twenty feet in 
front and closer than ten feet in the 
rear of any pedestrian or pedestrians

“sec. 3a. That bicycle riders be pro- 
hibited from riding abreast or in file in

“And that they be prohibit from 
riding in greater numbers thah~- four 
close together, abreast or in file outside 
of said ‘bounded business 
shall slow up to six miles per hour 
when approaching or passing any other 
vehicle in motion which may be using 
the street. 

“Sec. 3b. That owners and riders of 
bicycles be prohibited from leaving 
their -machines on the street or 
curb, unless in charge of some one 
capable of moving them out of the way 
of horses and vehicles, which must be 


‘done on request, and if left against 


any fence or building, they must be 
upright and in charge of some com- 
petent person. or securely fastened so 
they will not fall from the upright po- 
sition in which they must be left. 

“Sec. 3c. And that all bicycle riders 
are prohibited from riding one bicycle 
and guiding another through the busi- 
ness portion as aforesaid. 

‘Sec. 4. That the riders of, bicycles 
shall display a lighted lamp when rid- 
ing from their machines, showing a 
white light in front, a green light at 
each side, and a red light in the rear, 
indicating the direction they are go- 
ing, from one-half hour after sundown 
until one-half hour before’ sunrise 
within the aforesaid business portion; 
and from one-half hour after sundown 
until 1 a.m., outside of said business 
portion. 

“Sec. 5. That the owners and riders 
of bicycles shall be allowed thirty days’ 
time from and after the passage of this 
ordinance ‘to secure lamps. 

“Sec. 6. That the balance of the or- 
dinance shall go into and be in effect 
on its passage and advertisement in the 
Los Angeles Daily Times, Daily Herald 
and Bvening Express, one time same 
day. 

“Sec. 7. <Any breach of this ordi- 
shall be a misdemeanor and punishable 
by a fine of not less than $1, and costs 
nor more than $25 and costs for the 
first offense. A second offense at the 
discretiom. of the judge, but not for 
the first offense of the same character. 

“Sec. 8. That the machine or bicycle 
which may be in use when the offense 
is committed may be seized and held 
to pay said fine and costs, and any 
damages sustained by reason of a col- 
lision with any pedestrian or other per- 
son, until security be given or until 
said fine and costs shall be paid. And 
if not paid within ten days after assess- 
ment may be sold at public auction to 
the highest and best bidder in the 
usual place by the clerk of the court, 
to pay d fine and costs. Any bal-

“Sec. 9. And to secure the identi- 


fication of the owner of any such ma- 
chine the City Clerk shall furnish a 
numbered license with his signature at- 
tached.in the usual form, countersigned 
by t®me Auditor and License Collector, 
to each owner of a machine upon re- 
quest, and the License Collector shall 
furni a brass band of metal, num- 
bered to correspond to each license is- 
sued by the City Clerk, to each owner 
on request, the figures to be of such a 
size that they can be read at a dis- 
tance of six feet, and shall charge and 
collect for the same upon. delivery 
yearly the sum of $1, lawful money of 
the United States, which shall go into 
the cash fund of the ci'y, unless other- 
wise ordered by law, which said brass 
metal band shall be fixed by the owner 
on the standard to which the handle 
used for steering the machine, is af- 
fixed, in plain view, so the number 
can be determined readily. In case of 
change of ownership of the machine 
the new owner must request the Citv 
Clerk to note the same on the stub of 
license issued to the former owner the 
same day, if machine is put to use, or 
before using the machine, 

“Sec. 10. That thirty days’ time be 
ellowed after the passage of this ordi- 
nance in which, to comply with sec- 
‘tion 9, after which time the failure 
to comply, by riding any bicycle with- 
cut the proper metal number attached 
as aforesaid, and not having procured 
and paid for said license, shall be con- 
sidered guilty of a misdemeanor, and, 
upon conviction thereof, shall be pun-, 
ished as aforesaid in section 7.

“The expense of $2 or $3 for this 
protection is a small amouut .ccmpared 
to the cost of the machines, which av- 
erage $100 each, 1mounting to the sum 
of $100,000 for the 1000 machines in use. 
in this city. People who can afford 
$100 to $150 for their pléasure and con- 
venience ought not to object to the 
cxpenditure of ft few dollars for the 
protection of the inhabitants of a 
whole city, and believing that it is 
better that we spend $2000 or $3000 as 
a preventive of accidents than that we 
should suffer them and for the 
cure on this same and ac- 
cording to the saying, ‘an ounce of 
preventative is worth a pound of cure.’ 

“We would recomménd that the bi- 
cycle riders use whistles, similar to 
those used by the cable and eleetric car 
conductors, or a bell, for their own 


convenience, in warning pedestriang 


and others of their approach.’’ 

The petition has been signed by a 
number of business men already, un- 
der misapprehension, the wheelmen be- 
lieve, of its real contents. If the pro- 
vision of the above’were literally car- 
ried out, a single cycler could hardly 
appear on the streets without a permit 
from the city officials. 

The officers of the division have nre- 
pared another ordinance which will be 
offered as a substitute for the one 
quoted, covering all essential points, yet 
leaving the cycler the right to own a 
wheel of his own and ride it without 
paying a license. \
